AT NASSAU 


SUNDAY, NOVEMBER 29, 1959 


Johnny Cuevas had a field day in the Camo- 
radi U.S.A. 1600cc GT Carrera, winning a 5 lap 
preliminary race and the 25 lap Nassau Tourist 
Trophy race. The Tourist Trophy race started 
with winds blowing gusts up to 25 m.p.h. Cuevas 
took the lead at the fifth lap and was in com- 
mand all the rest of the race. 


FRIDAY, DECEMBER 4, 1959 
PCAer Harry Blanchard, driving an RSK, 


finished second in a 5 lap preliminary race for 
the Governor’s Trophy race. Back in 5th in this 
same race was Joakim Bonnier, driving the 


Camoradi U.S.A.-RSK. 


In the under 2000cc division of the Governor’s 
Trophy race (shortened to 12 laps so the pro- 
gram could be completed before dusk) PCAer 
Bob Holbert, driving a hot 1587cc RSK took the 
lead by three seconds in the first lap. This was 
by far the most exciting race of the meet so far, 
as Ricardo Rodriquez (ex RSK pilot), driving a 
new 2 liter Ferrari, was never more than three 
or four seconds behind Holbert at any time. They 
flashed by the start-finish line at the end of the 
1lth lap almost in a dead heat. Holbert then 
pulled out all stops and finished ahead by 214 
seconds. Blanchard was in third while Roy 
Schecter finished fifth in RSK’s. 


SATURDAY, DECEMBER 5, 1959 


The first race of the day was the 5 lap Porsche 
classic. 

Harry Blanchard, Roy Schecter and Jack 
McAfee, all in RSK’s, took off like one, followed 
by Ulf Norinder and Count von Trips, also in 
RSK’s. Blanchard pulled away from the field by 
about five seconds a lap. Von Trips, who got off 
to a lousy start, showed his experience as he 
overhauled all but Blanchard to finish second. 
Schecter was third and McAfee, fourth. Johnny 
Cuevas led the Carrera section of this race. My, 
how Cuevas loves those airport courses.

George Constantine, a greying 40 year old 
veteran, driving a 4.2 liter Aston Martin, pulled 
the upset of the meet as he won the big Nassau 
Trophy race. His tactics were typical of a 
Porsche as he made no pit stops and had only 
twelve gallons of gas and three quarters of an 
hour’s use left in his tires at the finish. Phil Hill, 
in a 3 liter Ferrari, finished second, and PCAer 
Bob Holbert was third in an RSK. Jack Brab- 
ham, Cooper Monaco, was fourth and Joakim 


Bonnier, Camoradi U.S.A.-RSK, was fifth. 
Both Stirling Moss and Carroll Shelby, who led 


during the first three-quarters of the race, were 
classed as DNF as their mounts had to be re- 
tired for mechanical troubles. 


The outstanding driver in most commentators’ 
eyes was PCAer Bob Holbert in his RSK. Holbert 
showed his heels to all but Hill and Constantine, 
who drove 3 and 4.2 liter cars, in the big feature

It was over a cup of Borscht or was it beer 
that Ed Rinker, our Activities Chairman, said 
“Let’s have our September event be a Poor Man’s 
Treffen.” Since Ed wasn’t the only one who 
could not make the European Treffen, the Com- 
mittee for the Advancement of Poor Porsche 
Pilots (CAPPP) was created. Ed and I be- 
came co-chairmen with Simone as secretary. We 
roughed out some ideas and started out one 
Sunday morning looking for a route and some 
interesting foreign places to visit—the basic 
idea being of having it appear to be as much 
like a Treffen as possible, with travel vernacular, 
local atmosphere, etc. We knew we had a leaning 
“Tower of Pisa,” an old Chicago landmark 
constructed by a wealthy, old gentleman after a 
sojourn in Italy in the Thirties. We also had 
forest preserves, one of which had the appear- 
ance of the Black Forest with a replica of a 
German building. Ed remembered a castle near 
Lake Zurich in Fox River which is a hand-made 
private home with traditional moats, drawbridges 
and ghosts. And, of course, the Treffen banquet 
could not have been any place but at a French 
restaurant and it was the charming Villa d’Este 
in an undeniable French setting which welcomed 
the American tourists. 


Post cards were obtained from Lufthansa and 
sent out about three weeks in advance to promote 
the tour. It was a teaser but many thought it 
was for real and were getting a bargain. The 
official travel documents, called a Passepartout 
(Go everywhere), was an unprinted green bank 
book on which was affixed a gold label embossed 
with the PCA emblem, name and year. It was 
numbered inside and stapled with a PCA window

decal. Foreign stamps were pasted on the 
pages for additional effect. Flight orders were 
sent to all members to report to O’Hare Field, 
Chicago International Airport. PCA immigra- 
tion officials awaited the travelers on the obser- 
vation deck. Old and new photographs, which 
everyone had brought, were stapled and em- 
bossed into the Passepartout under a hot sun. 
Upon payment of the low, low travel fee of $.90 
and receipt of their travel envelopes, the Tref- 
fenites rushed back to their cars for the first 
border crossing. The instructions were straight 
forward with the only gimmick being the substi- 
tution of foreign words as in the following key: 
North—Norder, South—Suden, East—Est, West 
—Ouest, Left—A Sinistra, Right—A Droite. 
The panic instructions were hermetically sealed 
into a ¥% oz. aluminum foil container with pull 
tab for easy opening. At each border crossing 
(check point), one of the custom officials stamped 
the Passepartout with a rubber stamp. Each of 
the stamps indicated in the language of that 
country a “Moment of Thought,” a term used 
in Europe for the time charged on your bill that 
a mechanic thinks while working on your car. 


It was a day of make-believe, but unlike in 
Alice in Wonderland, the dream had come true. 
The PCA members returning from the trip agreed 
that “the grass is greener in the other pastures.”

The plastic in the side curtains of my 1600S 
Speedster was scratched, discolored, and buckled. 
When a local auto upholstery shop wanted $12 
a pair to install new plastic, I decided to do it 
myself. 


My attempt to use rigid plastic was successful. 


Here’s how I did it: 
Materials Required: 


1. Two pieces ¥g in. x 7 in. x 24 in. clear 
acrylic plastic (Plexiglass, Grade R). Grade 
G, in my opinion, is more scratch prone and 
doesn’t work as cleanly. If you have a friend 
in the plastic business, the two pieces should 
cost you about $1 each. Do not remove 
the protective paper until instructed. 
2. One package corded caulking compound 
(Strip-Seel, Woolworth’s 25 cents; or Kalk- 
Kord, Sears, 3487). 
3. Small bottle/tube waterproof cement (Plio- 
i bond, mfg. by Goodyear, Woolworth’s, 29 
| cents). 
| 4. Six 10-24 x % in. aluminum round head 
machine bolts and nuts and 12 aluminum 
washers to fit (Reynolds aluminum display 
rack in your local hardware store). 
5. Small bottle acetone (any drugstore, less 
than 25 cents). 
6. Paint: enamel, and convertible top dressing, 
to match outside color of side curtains. 


Major Tools Required: 
Portable drill (hand or power) 
Coping saw 


Razor blade. 


Keep your work area clean to prevent scratch- 
ing the plastic. Proceed like this: 





1. Grind off head of rivet holding leather snap- 
strap in place. A small grinding wheel 
chucked into your portable drill will do the 
job. Grind off head on the strap side of 
the curtain. Force out rivet and remove 
strap. 

2. With razor blade, carefully cut stitches 
holding old plastic in place. Take it easy, 
do not cut the cloth of the side curtains. 
Pick out all loose thread ends. 

3. Remove old plastic. If it is notched around 
the two riveted supports at each end, it will 
come out easily. If it is riveted in place 
at each end support, use a pair of pliers to 
pull it loose. Small pieces will remain in 
place, but they won’t interefere. Pull out 
as much as you can. Don’t attempt to knock 
out the rivets on each end support in order 
to remove them and the plastic. It’s not 
necessary for a good job. 

4. Use the old piece of plastic as a partial 
template to sketch out the new shape on the

protective paper over the rigid plastic sheet. 
Use your eye to draw the cut-outs at both 
ends to clear the supports. The bottom 
edge of the plastic should rest flush with 
the bottom edge of the steel frame. The top 
edge of the plastic should follow the contour 
of the frame with perhaps 44 in. overhang. 
If you’re squeamish about risking your new 
plastic sheet, make a cardboard template 
first to be sure it fits. Then trace this 
fitted template onto the plastic’s protective 
cover. 

Cut the plastic with coping saw. Take your 
time and support the edge of the plastic. I 
didn’t try a power jig saw so I don’t know if 
it would work. There is the possibility, I’ve 
been told, that a power saw may cause the 
pastic to melt and gum up the blade. Cut 
a notch for the bolt that will hold the leather 
strap in place. 

Fit the plastic into place, on the outside of 
the frame. Do not remove protective cover 
from plastic. You may have to bend the 
plastic slightly to make it clear the cloth. 
Bolt the plastic in place through the hole 
used to hold the snap-strap. Use the alumi- 
num bolts, nuts, and washers specified. You 
may have to slightly enlarge the existing 
hole in the frame with your drill. If you 
want, you could use aluminum nuts and 
bolts slightly smaller in diameter than those 
specified. Tighten the nut to hold the plastic 
in place. 

About 6 in. from the upper-forward corner 
of the curtain drill a hole through the steel 
frame and plastic to take another bolt. Punch 
out the cloth on both sides. Assemble bolt, 
nut, and washers in place. 

About 8 inches rearward from the hole you 
just drilled, drill another one and assemble 
the nut, bolt, and washers in place. The 
purpose of bolting the plastic into place is 
to make it lie more or less flush on the steel 
frame. This makes the waterproofing job 
easier. I found the three-bolt support ade- 
quate, but you may want to add more along 
the bottom of the frame. 


Peel off protective paper cover. Place about 
6 inches of caulking cord, laying the bead 
along the plastic about 4 in. below where 
the edge of the cloth would come if it were 
pressed flat against the plastic. With bead 
in place, press the cloth into the bead. The 
caulk will ooze out past the edge of the 
cloth. If necessary, trim off any excess with 
razor blade or knife. When squeezed, the 
bead should be 1/16 in. to 3/32 in. thick. 
You will discover that the caulk sticks to the 
plastic but won’t stick to the cloth. Use the 
waterproof cement to stick the cloth to the 
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12.

caulk. It’s important that you get a good 
seal on the outside, especially on the bottom 
edge, to prevent water from getting behind 
the cloth and rusting the frame. 
Waterproofing isn’t so important on the in- 
side. To seal the cloth to the plastic I tried 
cellulose tape with adhesive on both sides. 
It wasn’t sticky enough and the cloth soon 
pulled loose. Using a plastic tape—half on 
the cloth and the other half lapping on the 
plastic—isn’t satisfactory because the edge 
of the tape shows through from the other 
side. I did not glue the cloth directly to the 
plastic because I doubted if the cloth could 
be removed without tearing if it was ever 
necessary to replace the plastic. Scraping 
off the caulking cord should not be difficult 
if you must replace the plastic. 

Use the enamel paint to paint the caulking 
bead on the outside that shows between the 
plastic and the cloth. The paint helps 
weatherproof the seal. It’s optional if you 
paint the caulk on the inside. Paint the three 
aluminum bolt heads if you want to. Paint 
the exposed rivet heads of the end supports. 
Use the coping saw to cut off projecting bolt 
ends flush with the nuts. 

Paint the exterior of the side curtain with 
convertible top dressing, if necessary. Paint 
or clean the inside of the curtain, if neces- 
sary. 

Use aluminum paint to touch up the end 
supports, if necessary. 

Use a cotton ball dipped in acetone to clean 
the plastic. Install and adjust your side cur- 
tains. To reduce further water and wind 
leakage, I found sponge rubber sealer effec- 
tive. This comes in a coil a few feet long 
and about 14 in. square. You can get it at 
any auto supply store. It has an adhesive on 
one side and will readily stick to side cur- 
tains, body, or chrome. For best results, 
warm both the strip and the surface to 
which it will stick.

TUNE UP PROCEDURE 


We list this month a recommended tune up 
procedure by West Weisenborn of Grand Prix 
Auto, Chicago, Illinois. West operates a small 
two-stall garage and has developed an excellent 


‘reputation in the Chicago area. He adheres firmly 


to a policy of working only for those sports car 
owners who want quality service. To him, a tune 
up is only complete when the following steps 
are used; anything else is not a tune up, but 
merely work on specific items.

Road test, note oil pressure, other gauges, 
performance, brakes, steering and general 
driving impressions. 

Raise hood, listen to engine for unusual 
noises. Look for oil, gasoline leaks, and 
general underhood condition. Observe ex- 


haust smoke and color of tail pipe. 

Start engine and test insulation of secondary 
wires with Champion firing indicator. 

Test battery specific gravity. 

Test engine compression, hot. 

Disassemble distributor, clean, lubricate, re- 
place points if necessary, break in rubbing 
block, align points, set dwell. 

Install distributor and set ignition timing. 
Check connections in distributor cap, check 
cap for cracks or tracking. 

Test resistance of ignition secondary circuit 
with ohmeter. 

Check ignition coil polarity. 

Tighten primary electrical connections. 
Check generator belt condition and adjust- 
ment. 

Check float bowls for dirt and clean as neces- 
sary. 

Set float level. 

Check carburetor jet sizes against specifica- 
tions. 

Tighten carburetor flanges. 

Clean fuel filters. 

Clean air filters. 

Test fuel pump pressure. 

Adjust tappets, cold. 

Check valve timing if necessary. 

Service or replace spark plugs. 

Test starter current drain. 

Test ignition primary resistance. 

Test igniiton primary voltage. 

Check engine oil level. 

Check throttle for maximum opening. 
Synchronize carburetors. 

Adjust carburetor mixture. 

Adjust choke. 

Check for fuel and oil leaks. 

Road test.

BEAUTY IS ONLY 


SKIN DEEP 
Part 2 


If on the practical paint job, the base color was 
‘different from the new one, an old maroon, for 
instance, to be covered by a white or ivory, the 
base primer coats should be of a non-bleeding 
type and have a sealer over them as well. If this 
is not done, your new white car may appear as 
if has turned pinkish in spots. 


Meanwhile, on the deluxe job we are going to 
spray several primer coats on the bare steel, 
sanding between each coat with 320 paper and 
water. If necessary, we can help eliminate slight 
waves with epoxy body putty. fore this inter- 
esting plastic was discovered, all waves and de- 
fects would have to be removed prior to the 
application of primer by the use of lead. 


Since good leading is a high-priced art, some 
cars were destined never to look completely ripple 
free. Epoxy body plastic is sued very much like 
window glass putty. It dries hard and may be 
sanded so that the material completely hides 
ripples and file marks. Done with restraint, 
puttying can be credited with many a flawless 
job. There is a catch to everything and putty is 
no exception. Many shops use the putty to fill 
major defects. If a fender is pushed in, the entire 
depression is filled with putty and the body 
hammer never gets to work. I have seen jobs 
where the putty was used so extensively that 
fender sections were an inch or more thicker than 
the gauge of the original metal. This is an open 
invitation to the material cracking and lifting, 
thereby removing the entire painted surface. To 
repaint over this mess necessitates the old putty 
being chiseled out. Our deluxe job has the wd 
putty applied between coats of the primer or 
primer surfacer and hand sanded. The more 
routine jobs will have the putty finished. Bear 
in mind that putty may never be applied over 
1/16 of an inch in thickness. 


At last we are ready for our color coats on 
both paint jobs. Lacquer as it comes from the 
can is much too thick for spraying. Depending 
on the color, it can be diluted up to 3 to 1 with 
thinner to develop the proper spraying con- 
sistency. Remember the astronomical number of 
lacquer coats we made reference to earlier? 
Here is the truth regarding them . . . all paint 
manufacturers recommend only 5 to 7 coats of 
finish lacquer if there is no additional work be- 
tween coats. The reason is that lacquer thick- 
ness exceeding 7 coats are prone to “lifting” and 
“checking,” etc. The durability of finish would 
also be questionable. On our practical job, five 
to seven coats of lacquer are sprayed on with a 
minimum of waiting time between each coat. 
Our deluxe job gets several more lacquer coats, 
but between each coat drying time is extended 
overnight and the lacquer is wet sanded by hand 
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with 360 paper and water. Any minor defects 
are also puttied. Sanding the color finish coats 
will knock off the high spots and provide a level 
surface of the next application of lacquer. Hand 
rubbing with compound between color coats is 
not recommended because this removes the desir- 
able “tooth” the 360 sanding gave us. 


You begin to see that while lacquer needs no 
expensive drying ovens and that it is not as prone 
to dust and dirt for as long a period as enamel, 
there are other details that demand attention. 
Before the multiple coats on the deluxe job have 
completely dried hard, a rag or cheesecloth pad 
dipped in varnish (called a tack rag) is passed 
over the surface lightly to pick up any debris that 
might have escaped attention. This is about the 
end of our practical job. All it needs to have now 
is the final buffing with compound. This will 
remove most of the traces of orange peel and sag. 
When this is completed, the car will have its trim 
replaced, etc., masking for the windows, etc., 
removed, and then be turned over to you. A good 
paint job? Certainly, but sad to say even the 
shops that charge for this type of work rarely do 
all that is detailed and generally take short cuts 
which compromise the work. The car should not 
be waxed for at least a month so that any solvents 
still evaporating will escape and not be trapped 
by the wax and cause blisters. 


If you want to advertise multiple coats when 
you resell your gem, be sure that you hold down 
the number of coats to a believable figure. 


Now, back to our deluxe job, we have enough 
color coats on the car that make an acceptable 
finish as far as smoothness is concerned. The 
spraygun is now loaded with a solution of 99% 
thinner and 1% paint. In fact, it’s safe to say 
that the solution could be called straight thinner. 
This coat is cross-sprayed, that is, sprayed in a 
different direction from the other coats. This 
thinner coat levels the surface and tends to even 
out any oversprays. It also increases gloss. 


At this poinnt, our deluxe job is finished with 
the actual spraying operations. From now on in, 
it is more hard work. The old faithful sanding 
block comes out and is used with 400 grit wet or 
dry abrasive paper. Since the grit is so fine, care 
must be taken to prevent the grit from loading 
with sanding nailiee and scratching the finish. 
Here, Ivory soap plays an important part. The 
sanding block is passed over a cake of it after 
every couple of strokes on the surface of the 
newly painted body. Finally, after an eternity, 
the nt is finished with the color sanding opera- 
tion. Now you are ready to compound. This 
must be done by hand to prevent the concentric 
rings that characterize machine buffing. These 
rings tend to break the gloss and result in lower 
reflectivity of the finish. Now the trim is put 
on the car and turned over to you. Such a paint 
job as described for our deluxe jib might easily 
run $400 or better. During the dan Y was in- 








volved in this research, DuPont brought out its 
new lacquer named Lucite. This paint as applied 
to all General Motors cars under the trade name 
“Magic Mirror” supposedly obviates for all 
times the necessity of waxing or polishing the car. 
With a swish of the garden hose and a damp rag, 
the necessity of wax and such, were banished into 
limbo. The Acrilac lacquer is a great step for- 
ward as far as durability goes, cannot be denied, 
but I am afraid that I will have to side with the 
wax and polish manufacturers who state that the 
greatest enemy of the automotive finish is ex- 
posure and dirt. While Lucite may have a 
greater chip resistance than ordinary proxilan 
lacquer, several authoritative finishing experts 
have expressed the fact that while using Acrilacs 
of this type in automotive refinishing, gloss 
seemed to be less than with standard lacquer 
finishes. To help you make up your mind, I'll 
bring out this fact; Acrilac lacquer may not be 
applied over old finish of any type, even lacquer. 
All of the old finish must be completely removed. 
This will undoubtedly add the burn-off job to the 


overall paint cost. 


While suitably sealed lacquer undercoats may 
have enamel applied over them, it is not general- 
ly wise to attempt putting lacquer over enamel. 
Differences in expansion rate make this schedule 
highly risky. 


In my opinion, while this might be heresy, 
foreign automotive paints leave much to be de- 
sired. With the possible exception of Rolls-Royce 
and certain Mercedes’ as specific exceptions, Con- 
tinental manufacturers do not seem to be as 
capable in paint chemistry as we are. Too many 
radical color changes in too short a time on new 
cars from Europe, together with obvious defects 
as blooming and variances make me feel that 
while their quality of application is generally 
much better, any major repaints would be well 
done in American paints and materials. There 
are specific exceptions which we will now men- 
tion. As I prefer black automobiles, I naturally 
wanted to find the best possible or the blackest 
black. Today, according to reliable sources, 
there is no real jet black-black available. Un- 
happily, most of the blacks available domestically 
are rather pale blacks. In the opinion of the man 
who repaints Rolls-Royces in this country, the 
blackest black available is Proxcelin Super Black 
made by Lewis Berger, 35 Berkeley Square, Lon- 
don. This is the black as specified by Messrs. 
Rolls-Royce for repaint and matching. The near- 
est black to this made here is R & M Black #400. 
This is almost as black since it can be used to 
touch up original Rolls black. Strangely enough, 
there seems to be differences in Rolls’ finish as 
both to quality and depth. The best black I saw 
in a Rolls, was the Hooper long wheel base 
Saloon at the recent Auto Show. This was two- 
tone, the other color was good, but not excep- 
tional. Mercedes is one or two notches below 
the Rolls but seems to be more standard from 





car to car. I would recommend the R & M Black 
#400 since the Proxcelin costs $5.00 a qt. or 
$25.00 a gallon in New York. I will say one 
thing about it though, next to this paint, Black 
Cadillacs look gray. Now as a reward for those 
who have stuck by us for this treatise on painting 
here is the schedule that is used for Rolls-Royce 
repaints at J. S. Inskip. Jobs such as this run 
$1,200 or more. If you bash one of these cars, 
be sure your insurance is current and paid up. 


Rolls-Royce Paint Schedule 


1. Burn off old paint after all trim has been 
removed with Kleen Stripe paint remover, 
Heavy Body. 

Sand entire body with 360 paper and Metal- 

prep. 

Spray one coat of DuPont Dark Oxide 

primer #233-1538. 

Sand with 360 paper and water being care- 

ful not to cut into body. 

Spray body with three coats of Primer Sur- 

facer sanding with 360 paper and water be- 

tween each coat. If dark primer is desired 
use DuPont Dark #70. If light primer is 

desired use DuPont Gray 233-1913. 

6. If body putty is needed to clear up minor 
defects and ripples use Nitro-Stan molding 
small pieces in fingers to dispel moisture and 
eliminate the possibility of swelling or 
shrinkage. 

7. Spray one thin coat of DuPont Bleeder Seal 
Black #233-2184. 

8. Spray four coats of black paint and sand 
with 360 paper and water. 

9. Spray 4 coats of black paint and sand with 
400 paper and water. 

10. Spray four coats of paint and spray flow 
coat of 3717 thinner on last two coats. 

1l. Sand lightly with #500 paper and water 
(and if necessary, Ivory soap). 

12. Hand compound with DuPont No. 2 com- 
pound cut with water to form creamy con- 
sistency. 

13. Hand compound with No. 45 compound. 

14. After sufficient curing time, car may be 
simonized and waxed.

Dear Editor: 


A local Porsche owner drifted his car against 
the steel-work of a bridge, with the result that 
the rear wheel, brake drum, and axle were bent. 
The outer axle bearing was destroyed and the 
differential housing cracked. 


This car, which is a late ’57 with the present 
style of transmission, is now under repair in 
the owner’s basement. 


I have examined the parts and find the follow- 
ing points: 


The axle bearing is SKF or FAG 6306, the 
equivalent of which is readily available at 
mill-supply dealers. 


The ball-bearings on the differential hous- 
ing are also quite ordinary, New Departure 
20210, or SKF 7210 fit the ring gear side, and 
N D 3210, or SKF 6210 fit the right side. 


The axle shaft is pure Volkswagen. 


The differential housing (this is the case to 
which the ring gear is attached) is VW part 
111517-121A. Cost $8.50. 


At a technical meeting during the 57 Parade, 
I was told that the Porsche had very few VW 


parts. This is quite in error in many cases.
